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Union control 
tightens again

The Union will, soon have its first 
regulations manual, and several new rules 
are already being put into effect. 

Starting tomorrow, card-playing in the 
Union will be restricted to the south balcony 
on the fourth floor. 

Warning has also been given that students 
carry their I.D. cards, and non>8tudents .not 
having any specific business in . the building 

may be asked to leave. 

Card players have traditionally frequented 
the open area of the basement. As many as 
ten games have been in progress at any one 
time, and f 200 or more changes hands in a day, 
according to Union officials. 

Although card-playing itself is permitted 
in the building, the regulations manual forbids 
gambling. However, officials do noi believe 
they have enough evidence to take further ac> 
tion. 

The now rules regarding persons entitled 
to use of the building stem from numerous 
complaints of theft and damage of student pro*

OHAWA (CUP) - University 
of Ottawa's students' council 
Thursday passed a motion 
condemning the university ad- 
ministration's ' " paternalistic " 
attitude. 

The council was reacting 
against a request by the univor*' 
BÏtfB Department of Student 
Affairs that each faculty student 
council submit a copy of its bud- 
get to the DSA before any 
money be released by the admin- 
istration. 

Although the DSA claimed it 
wanted the budgets "by way of 
information", council said it feels 
the request Is a threat to its 
financial independence. . 

Prior approval of budgets con- 
stitntes an unwarranted - direct 
control by the administration of 
all student activities, council said 
in a statement concerning the 
request 

Council also endorsed the prin- 
ciple of complete autonomy— an 
autonomy which would, prevent 
any other body, In or out of the 
. university, from Interfering in 
student affairs.
